In accordance with 37 C.F.R. 1.97 and 1.98, and in recognition of the duty of disclosure set 
forth in 37 C.F.R. 1.56, the applicant hereby submits a Supplemental Information 
Disclosure Statement including (1) a listing, on PTO Form SB/08A, of all patents and other 
publications of which the applicant is aware that may be considered material to the 
patentability of its claimed invention, and, (2) a copy of each listed patent or publication. 

The Applicants informed the Examiner earlier of a previously filed reissue application of 
U.S. Patent No. 5,639,373 and are now including parts of its file history. In addition, the 
Applicants wish to inform the Examiner of Oppositions filed in Australia and Europe against 
Patent Nos. 715364 and 0846023 respectively. Each of these applications claim priority 
from U.S. Patent No. 5,639,373, the patent being reissued in the present application. 
Further, U.S. Patent No. 6,620,319 which /claims priority from US Patent No. 5,639,373 
has been pleaded in United States District Court, Southern District of California, Case #03- 
CV-1996B-JFS and the defendants have pleaded that U.S. Patent No. 5,639,373 is invalid. 
Also, an action for infringement of German Utility Models DE 29624446, and DE 29624447 
is pending. The defendants, in addition to pjleading that the Utility Models are invalid, have 
filed Actions for Revocation against German Utility Models DE 29624446, and DE 
29624447 under Court # Lo I 100/04 and Lo I 99/04 respectively. Both of these utility 
models claim priority from US 5,639,373.
